The idea that wheat must grow so thick | 


_ a8 to shade the ground in the spring, and 
thus favor=the catch of grass seed which 
we usually sow with it, or so thick as to 
smother the weeds in the rich’ but poorly 
cultivated soils of the West, is we believe 
all wrong. We ask why grass seed should 
be sown with wheat? It can be sown to 
better advantage after the wheat is har- 
vested, if the wheat has been properly 
* cultivated. The wheat needs the whole 
strength of the soil while it is growing, as 
much aa does the corn, aud the weeds 
should be keptdown by cultivation in the 

_ » wheat field ns well as in the corn fleld. 
Tho editor of the Prairie Farmer in dis- 
coursing upon this subject mikes some 
~very seosible temarks, which we would 
commend to the consideration of Eastern 
as well as Western wheut growers. He 
says: “If wheat is sown thick enough to 
keep weeds down itis sown thick enough 
to keep down a large number of spires that 
would grow and produce seeds, ‘some an 
hundred told, ‘some sixty fold and some 
thirty fold,’ if there was enough tor them 

to develope.

About the Cables, 

New York, Dec, 3.—A private London des- 
patch says that by sifting the vast number of 
confused and contradictory war despatches re~ 
eelved up toa late hour this morning, the fuct 
is undeniable that the French forces yesterday 
actaally won a victory as claimed by them near 
Orleans, but the Germans certainly ropulsed 
the French attack before Paris, 

Itisoottrue that the French army of the 
Loire effected a Junction with Trochu, though 
the Prussian lines were repeatedly successfully 
pierced durlog the engagemont. The bayonet 
charges of the French were exceedingly bril- 
Mant. 

At this hour, 1 pm,, no European despatches 
have been recelyed of to-day’s date. This ts 
explained by the statement from the cable 

suthorities that the directors of the line have 
ordered tho transmission easterly by the French 
cable of messages which have recumulated In 
America sloce tho recent disaster to the Evg- 
Mish cable, Messages aro now golvg on rapidly 

‘The state of events in France have caused an 
enormous Increase in the number of messages 
both ways, and the facilities of the Telegraph 
Company, having one wire now Instead of three 
as heretofore, are taxed to the utmost. lt ts 
likely however that the Onatward business will 
soon be cleared away, when despatches will 
come forward o# usual, Meanwhile the 
steamer, ‘Robert Lowe’ Is actively at work re- 
pairing the English cable, and tho authorities

It is over 2500 years since this image was 

set up in the plains of Dura,in the Proyince 
of Babylon. Nebuchadnézzar was arrogant 
and haughty, he had no idea of letting 
people have religious liberty or political 
liberty, or any other kind of liberty. His 
point was that his image,over one hundred 
fect high, was big enough and costly 
enough, and that it was Ais irage and all 
people were to worship it. Most persons 
who have read history know how his arro- 
gance was met. How tliree captives of 
Judah defled the great King and answered 
him back “we are not careful to answer 
thee in this matter,® how they passed 
through the flery trial, how Nebuchadnez- 
Zar lost all faith in his image, and how the 
image itself toppled over and fell with its 
face to the ground, Such asignal instance 
of great arrogance,presumption and power, 
meeting with such an jnglorious overthrow, 
is not chronicled in any other place. 

But if 1n our age and in our own country 
we have not so great an image nor so great 
man as Nebuchadnezzar, yet we have 
something similar. We have ag great ar—_ 
rogance and presumption though not so 
Rreat power, nor when he is addressed do 
we say, O King.’ In the plains of Toronto 
in the Province of Ontario, Mr. George 
Brown hath set up the Golbe and all are 
called to fall down and worship it.

States; hence a quarrel is sought with 
Spain for taking steps to punish yankee 
fillibusters, who fomented rebellion and 
aided the rebels of Cuba. The President 
is willing, however, to submit his claims to 


arbitration, 


The Monroe doctrine is again boldly 
proclaimed, and Congress recommended 
to ao shape its policy as to meet the require- 
ments of the country, when the whole con- 
tinent of America shall fall to their lot to 
govern, In furtherance of this end, the 
annexation ot San Domingo is strongly 
urged and argued at some length. 

A further evidence of American arrogance 
is exemplified in its policy towards pvor, 
weuk Mexico, a country that has in its 
wisdom thought proper to exempt trou 
import duties a large tract of its territory 
on the borders of the United States. This 
does not please President Grans, as it 
enables the Mexican trader, or what is more 
likely, Yankee speculators, to obtain goods 
free of duty and then walk across the line 
with them, thereby cheating the American 
Revenue. It is generally supposed (hut 
eyery country has the right to adopt what 
trade policy*it pleases; and that it is the 
duty of each country to protect its own 
revenue laws. Not so, however, with the 
United States. Mexico, and all otkers not 
sufficiently strong to protect themselves, 
must bend to the interests and will of the 
United States. The President, therefore) 
recommends to Congress the “ expediency 
of taking into its serious consideration 
proper means forcounteryailing the policy 
Teterred to.” Orin other words, compel- 
ling Mexico to adopt a revenue such as 
will suit the interests of the United States.

The following is the verdict of the Jury 


“The Jurora aforesaid upon thoir oath do 
say that the said Daniel Montgomery, Chas. 
Chandler, and Thomas Wright, met their 
deaths by a collision of trains Nos, 10 and 15, 
of the Grand Trunk Rajlway, on the morn 
ing of the 8rd Dec. instant, at or near a placo 
known as “the Dangers,” between Brighton 
and Colborne, and that the said collision oc 
curred in consequence of the regulations of 
the Company with regard to the duties of 
employees having been recklessly violated. 

“It appears from the. evidence adduced that 
Ward, the person in charge of Brighton Sta 
tion, having received an order that 10 must 
cross 15 at Brighton, failed to deliver that 
order to the Conductor of 10, in consequence 
of not having sufficient time allowed him by 
despatcher Kelly, also beipg as shown by 
testimony quite incapable of discharging tho 
duties required of him, he having been on 
duty nine consecutive days and nights, the 
Jurors in this case thought that the party 
applied to by Ward for assistance, viz., Jas. 
Stephenson, did not fully realize the urgency 
of the case, notwithstanding they cannot but 
feel that had this urgent but reasonable re- 
quest been complied with, the said accident 
and loss of life would not have occurred. 

“Tho Jury also consider that the evidence 
in the suid case shows gross negligence of 
duty on the part of the officials and em- 
ployees of the Company, and the said 
Jurors, on their oath do say that the said 
Montyomery, Chandler and Wright, in 
manner aud by means aforesaid, accident- 
ally, casually, and by misfortune, came to 
their death, and not otherwise.”

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly : 
Iam bappy ogaln to meet you und to con- 
gratulato you on the greatly increased prosperl 
ty of the Provinco, Since we last met the 
arbitrators, appoluted under the provisions of 
i British North American Act of 1867, for the 
division and adjustment of the debts, credits, 
liabilities, and assets,of Upper and Lower Can- 
ada, have beon prosecuted with commendable 
asalduity, tuelr arduous labors which were lately 
terminated by the pnbllcation of thelr award, a 
copy of which will be lald before you. Without 
offerlog an opinion as to whether the Judgment 
of the arbitrators on the various points submit- 
ted to them, reallzes the goneral expectation of 
the people of this Province or not, I venture, 
nevertheless, to express the great satisfaction 
which the result has afforded me ; and which, 
apart from the fact of the award being floal and 
conclusive, establishes forever the share of the

New York, Deo, 6.—A special despatch to 
the Zridune from Versailles, dated the 1st, 
gaya: 

“The German loss in the sortie at Stains 
was inconsiderable. Shells fell at a greater 
range than it was belleved the forts could 
carry, reaching beyond Montmorency, The 
whole range was 6,300 metres, At Epinay 
the French made a rush at 8 in the aftor- 
noon and surprised a battalion of the 71st. 
Wander « heavy fire from Bricbe the French 
aimallaneously burst out from Fort St. 
Dennis, and a gunboat coming down the 
siream swept the banks clear of Gorman 
forces and landed a force at Epinay.”

Mexico a revenue policy, to suit ils own 
yiews, and threatens Spain with vengeance, 
because she punished a number of lawlesa 
scoundrels who invaded her own soil to in- 
cite and assist rebellion; should become 
property,and threaten ber with annibilation 
indignant at Canada protecting her own 
After making certain declarations as to 
American rights to fish in Canadian waters, 
he says :-~ 

“ The Imperial Government is understood 
to have delegated the whole or a share of its 
jurisdiction or control of these in-shoro fish 
ery grounds to the colonial authority known 
as the Dominion of Canada, and this sem\- 
independent but irresponsible ageat has exer- 
cised its powers in an unfriendly way.” 

And then proceeds as follows : 

* Anticipating that an attempt may possi- 
bly be made by the Canadian authorities 14 
the coming season to repeat their unneigh- 
borly acts towards our fishermen,I recommend 
you to confer upon the executive the power 
to suspend, by proclamation, the operation of 
the laws authorizing the transit of goods, 
wares and merchandiss in bond across the 
territory of the United States to Canada, and 
further, should any extreme measure become 
necessary, to suspend the operation of any 
laws whereby the vessels of the Dominion of 
Canada, be permitted to enter the waters of the 
United States,” 

This system of bullying bas been tried be. 
fore, and resulted in miserable failure. 
The reciprocity treaty was refused to be 
renewed, under the hope, openly expressed, 
that Canada could not live without it, and 
would soon be knocking ut the door of 
brother Jonathan for admission to his par 
lour. True, the United States was led to 
believe such would be the result of a re- 
peal of that law, by the constant howling 
and whining of the grit organ in Toronto- 
But what has been the result? The 
country hasnever progressed nor flourished 
faster than since the repeal of that treaty. 
Canadians were taught a spirit of sulf- 
reliance, which they have improved; and 
can live better to-day without reciprocity, 
than they could betore its repeal, The 
threatened suspension of the bonding sys- 
tem, would no doubt put us to some annoy- 
ance and loss, but it would be only tom- 
porary, while at the same time it would be 
dealing a severe blow to the carrying trade 
of the United States; from which it would 
not soon recover; because Canadian trade 
would bo thus diverted into other chan- 
nels, never to return. The Intercolonial 
Railway would be the sooner completed, 
and Qunada rendered totally independent 
of the United States, and her sea board, 
Let us hope then that our Government will 
not abate a tittle of Canadian rights in the 
fisheries, or anything else, unless an ample 
return be made therefor, There may be 
some weak-kneed, pusillanimous independ 
ents, Annexationists, and American sympa- 
thizers, trembling at the sound of the yoico 
of the President of the United States, who 
Would surrender everything at a word, and 
become galley slaves rather than lose the 
advantages, for a time,of the bonding 
system, Fortunately their numbers are 
small, and growing smaller every day, until 
Canada has reached tho stature of a man, 
and not afraid to defend her rights 


President Grant is not satisfied with 
claiming the right to take our fish, but 
declares that “a like unfriendly disposition 
“has been manifested on the part of Canada 
“in the maintenance of a claim of right to 
“exclude the citizens of the United States 
“ from the navigation of the St, Lawrence.” 
We wonder the President did not claim 
equal rights with Canadians in the use of 
the St. Lawrence Canals, for without them 
the river would be of little use, except to 
reach the sea, a privilege never yet denied 
them. Tho right to take fish in our waters, 
to navigate our rivers, and in short, to do 
our coasting trade, is. demanded; while 
every restriction is imposed upon Canadian

GREAT FIRE IN TRENTON,

There is nothing wrong in 
asking aman to yote for you, though it 
would be much better if the electors would 
but understand that the men who accept 
these positions confer a greater favor, than 
is conferred upon them. Let these things 
be dono mantully and not by chicanery and

His Honor charged the Grand Jury, saying 
there was but little business to come before 
them, as there was only one prisoner in gaol, 
whose offence was killing an ox, and who had 
been sent there as a dangerous lunatic by the 
wagiatrates before whom he was examined. 
‘Lhe law provided that when a person was 
committed to gaol as a dangerous lunatic, 
two magistrates and two physicians might 
examine and report upon the supposed lu- 
nacy, This man had been examined by two 
magistrates, of whom he (the Judge) formed 
ono, and he was not satisfied as to the lunacy 
of the prisoner, and had considered it better 
thatthe jury should passupon that If they 
found him insane, then the Governor would 
be communicated with, and would order his 
removal to an asylum, ‘The indictment 
would be laid before them, There was a case 
of arson, in which the prisoner, who was 
charged with burning a barn, was out on bail. 
Thie was one of the heaviest offences known 
to the law. Any information which they 
might desire, in the discharge of their duties 
would he furnished by the County Attorney, 
or they might, if they choose, come into 
Court and ask for it, They would examine 
and report upon the condition of the gaol, 
looking into the prisoners’ treatment and the 
conductof the gaoler. With this charge he 
dismissed them to their duties,

Letters and papers must be addressed to 
Fort Garry, Manitoba. The postmaster of 
Windsor has been instructed to numbor 
his mails consecutively in each month, Nos 
1, 2, 8,80 as to enable tha Fort Garry office 
to check their regular receipt. The same 
course is to be followed at Fort Garry as 
regards the numbering of despatches in 
ech month for Windsor, The bags are 
to have strong, well-fastened leather labels, 
addressed to Fort Garry, Manitoba, or to 
Windsor, Ontario, as the case may be, and 
are secured by leathern seal rivets, as soon 
as the necessary provision thereot can be 
made. A supply of these steel rivets, with 
instructions tor their use, will be sent to 
Fort Gurry, and until they can be brought 
into use, the canvas bags containing tho 
mails addressed to Windsor or Fort Garry, 
are to be secured with string and sealing 
wax. These canyas bags, or closed mails, 
are not to be opened in any of the United 
States post offices, With each despatch 
from the Bast the postmaster at Windsor 
will send to the postmaster at Detroit a 
bill, stating with the date and number of 
the despatch how many ounces of letter 
matter and how many ounces of printed 
matter the enclosed mai] contains; and the 
Fort Garry office is to transmit bills con- 
taining similar information to tho post. 
master at Pembina, with each deapatch 
from Fort Garry to Windsor.

No siege ever was pleasurable—but that 
famine was some months in the future still, 
and that wine, bread, and horse flesh were 
cheap and abundant. No sickness beyond 
the usual category existed. But it must 
not be concluded from this, that Paris will 
live on till her last loaf and final bottle of 
wine. Public spirit may become weary in 
well-doing, and in the midst of plenty even 
map break down, If Trochu cannot con- 
quer unaided, and it may be conoeeded 
he cannot break through the series of belts 
that girdle him in—if the Provinces cannot 
help him, if the proof be not forthcoming, 
that within a reasonable time aid can be 
sent, Paris will then pronounce her fate long 
before the stock of provisions be exhausted.

Mr. Shepard said that as a new School 
Bill had been Introduced into the Legirla- 
ture, which if passed would come into 
into operation in July next, the Committee 
on School Organization thought it best not 
to make the changes proposed in his notice 
of motion. He therefore wished to withdraw 
the notice relating to the grading of School 
No.4 aod the re-opening of the Girls’ School. 
Permission was granted 


Mr. Glass presented the report of the Fi- 
nance Committee, recommending payment of 
the teachers’ salaries and accounts for school 
expenses for the current quarter. 

Moved by Mr. Glass, seconded by Mr, 
Sawyer, That the report be adopted. 

Mr, Falkiner moved in amendment, That 
Mr, Macoun be granted $100 instead ot $75, 
and Mr, Vormilyea $50, He spoke in highly 
complimentary terms of Mr, Macoun asa 
painstaking and deserving teacher, saying 
that faithful services ought to be timely re~ 
warded. Mr. Vermilyea, he said, had also 
very efficlently discharged his weighty and 
responsible duties, and should be encouraged. 
He thought all the teachers should be liber- 
ally paid, that they might have less reason 
to prefer other avocations, but find their 
efforts recognized by the Board, 

The Local Superintendent was heard with 
regard to a request made to him by Professor 
Anderson, that he be allowed to deliver lec- 
tures on physlognomy, anatomy, &., to the 
pupils in the different Common Schools, 

Mr. Glass moved, seconded by Mr. Sawyer, 
That the report of the Finance Committeo 
be adopted. 

Moved in amendment by Mr. Falkinor, 
seconded by Mr, Robortson, That $100 be

Mr. Shepard moved, seconded by Mr. 
Sawyer, the adoption of the 2nd clause, 
recommending to the Board of 1871, the 
appointment of teachers as per foregoing

Mr, Fulkiner moved in amendment, second~ 
ed by Mr, Robertson, that the amount oppo- 
site Miss Shanks’ name be placed at $250. 
Mr, Shepard said it was a fact that for 
every vacancy that occurred, there were at 
Jeast half a dozen or moro applicants from 
first class teachers, who were willing to teach 
at salaries now paid. As custodians of the 
people’s money, we were not justified in 
voting it away in the manner proposed, He 
would oppose the increase, 

Mr. Falkiner thought the present worthy 
and experienced teachera should receive some 
slight increase of salary at any rate. 

Mr. Wensley said the best teacher should 
be appointed and then well paid, and thereby 
avoid all further bonuses or advancements 
of salary. 

Mr, Falkiner repeated that the female 
teachers’ salary should now be Increased. 

The amendment was carried and a similar 
increase to the other female teachers em- 
bodied in the clause, 

Mr, Falkiner moved, seconded by Mr. Glass, 
that Miss Scarlett bo re-appointed as teacher 
in her former position at $250. 


Mr. Shepard said that as there were Separ- 
ate Schools, no Roman Cathol!c teacher 
should be allowed to teach and exert her in- 
fluence with Protestant children, He took 
strong grounds againet her re-appointment, 
as it was well-known that Roman Catholics 
were bound to propagate their principles at 
every opportunity. What aggravated the 
present case was that Miss Scarlett entered 
upon her duties as a Protestant, and Kad#ince 
been perverted to the Romish belief, thus ; 


being no longer in conformity with her cer 
UNCHTUS & Proteotuit, I 


fact that the Romish hierarchy employed fe- 
male influence wherever it could be obtained 
to propagate its faith, and it was the most 
powerful and insiduous influence they could 
use, In England Roman Catholics as teach- 
ers and governesses were continually sowing 
the seeds of Romanism, and Romish bishops 
and priests boasted of their conquests through 
this agency. There were some features in 
this case which made the appointment of 
Miss Scarlett still more objectionable, It had 
beon said by Mr. Glass when discussing the 
question in Committee tho other evening that 
Miss Scarlett not only read the Scriptures 
to the children, but expounded them, and 
when asked what she expounded said it was 
only one of the parables. 

Mr. Glass.—She was only explaining a 
parable to some emall children of five years 
old, 


Mr, Shepard.—The fact that she was ex~ 
pounding it at all, showed that she was only 
acting consistently with her profession as a 
Roman Catholic, and he considered the {n- 
fluence which she might exert in this respect 
exceedingly dangerous, She could not bo a 
true Romanist unless she used every means 
to instil intothe minds of the young the 
peculiar principles and dogmas of that 
Church. The Separate School system was 
not the act of Protestants—it was forced upon 
the country by Romanists, and if thelr fol- 
lowers are debarred from occupying positions 
in the Common Schools, it ia tho fault of their 
Church, and not ours. Certainly no Protest- 
ant would be allowed to teach in the Separate 
Schools, He might say that the matter was 
fully discussed in Committee the other even- 
ing, and the Superintendent, Mr. Bell, and 
Mr, Sawyer, members of the Committee, fully 
concurred with the sentiments he advanced, 
while Mr, Glass, the other member, dissented 
from the report. He believed Miss Scarlett 
to be a very efficient teacher ; but, as a mat~ 
ter of principle, he was opposed to the 
employment of Romanists as teachers in our 
Common Schools, 

Mr, Falkinor sald that when so influential 
& petition had been presented in favor of Miss 
Scarlett, it was the electors’ business who 
should teach their children. He did not be- 
lieve it was fair to bring up religious ques- 
tlons hore,

Miss Scarlett was a very effi- 
clent teacher, and he was opposed to dismiss 


ing her on the ground that she was a Roman 
Catholic, 


Mr, Sawyer said that the petition from the

Mr. Macoun, instead of $75, 

Mr, Wensley favored the Sppropriation, 
saylng that merit should havo its reward, 

Mr, Shepard concarred in theso remarks, 
and sald if he had supposed ho would have 
been sustained by the Board, he would gladly 
have recommonded an Sppropriation of $100, 
a9 ho belleved Prof. Macoun, from his long 
and efficient services, ominently deserved it, 
If the other membors of the Committoo were 
agreeable, ho would consent to alter tho ro- 
port, giving Mr, Macoun $100.

Mr. Wenaley had been applied to by many 
residents in Coleman Ward, who wanted to 
know why a Roman Catholic teacher had 
been appointed—ignorant of the fact that she 
had been appointed as a Protestant, If the 
olectors thought her services would be for tho 
benoflt of their children, sho would of course 


Mann and James Deacon were executed 
for their respective crimes. 

Danivl Mann, the Penitentiary convict, 
convicted at the Fall Assizes of the murder 
of the guard Henry Traill at the Peniten 
tiiry, and James Deacon, convicted of 
poisoning his wife in the Township of 
Clarendon, Both prisoners were sentenced 
on the 10th of December, and sheriff Fer- 
guson and gaoler Corbett had made every 
for the event. The hour of 
execution was arranged for 8 o'clock. 


At seven in the morning the different 
clergymen, and the spectators who were to 
be admitted into the precincts of the gaol 
began to arrive. The clergy were con-~ 
ducted up stairs to the room occupied by 
the prisoners, and engaged in devotional 
The reporters lor the press, and 
the spectators waited in a room down stairs 
until near the time of execution, when they 
were conducted to the corridor at the foot 
of the drop where they could see the bodies 
as they fell from the platform above. There 
were yery few persons on the scaffold, The 
Sheriff, the Gaolet, Dr. Oliver, the Gaol 
Surgeon, the Rey. Mr. Bland, Rev. Mr, 
Hulin, Rey. Mr. Sutherland, Rev. Mr. 
Alsworthy, and a Plymouth brother, the 
Rev. Mr, Rosseau, Dr. Sparham and Dr. 
Day were present, There were two hang- 
men, both raasked with black gouge bags, 
enveloping their hoads, and dressed 19a 
sort of smock-frock which completely in- 
yested their persons. The prisoner Mann, 
was broughtinto Deacon’s room shortly atter 
seven o'clock, and there was a very affect- 
ing grevting described by the clergymen. 
The two shook hands and expressed their

ular passages, and these from which he has | 
received most consolation, have his name 
written wpposite them. The testament he 


has bequeathed to his mother. | 


After hanging forty minutes the bodies | 
were cut down by the executioners, ‘The | 
spectators were requested to retire into the | 
debtor’ room to allow of this being done 
privately, aud after its completion the exe 
cutioners were secretly passed out of the gaol 
and the spectators were again admitted 
below the drop. Tho two bodies were | 
placed in rough wooden boxes, with the | 
rope still around their neck and which the 
surgeon had remoyed to allow of an exam 
ination of the bones of the neck, 1t was 
found that Mann’s neck had suffered con 
siderable dislocation, but that Deacon's 
bad not near so much, although Deacon 
was a heavier mun—Mann tiad more rope 
and fella little lower than Dencon, and this 
no doubt accounted for it, The appear 
ances of strangulation were witnessed b. 
a number of medical students whom t 
sheriff had admitted to attend with this 
object. The marks of the rope, the turgi- 
dity of the blood vessels, and other com- 
mon appeurances after death by hanging 
were pointed out by the different medica) 
men present. An inquest was heldon both 
bodies by Dr. Barker, Coroner, at tep o! 
clock, two jurors being sworn, one for each 
criminal. The evidence adduced being 
the same in both cases, and consisted sim~ 
ply of the testimony of the sberiff, and the 
turnkey as to the identity of the prisoners, 
and facts of the execution. Dr, Oliver, the 


gaol surgeon, testified tothe death of the 
criminals,

It had been arranged that prayers should 
be said in the debtor's room, but ,this ar- 
rangement had tobe dispensed with, and 
therefore the programme forthe reading of 
portions of the scripture etc., was omitted, 
Both prisoners displayed about equal forti- 
tude, and were both resigned and even 
anxious to meet death. Itis said that in 
the procession to the scaffold, Maun display- 
eda slight bnt yet perceptible neryous 
tremor, but the “Abounding ot Grace” as 
described by the Rey. My. Bland seemed to 
neutralize the nervousness. Both walked 
willingly and resignedly to the scaffold, 
uttering exclamations ond invocations, 
Both convicts at the last moment took affec- 
tionate leave of the turnkeys aud officers 
of the gaol. It was arranged by the sheriff 
thaton agiven signal, and while the clergy- 
men were on their knees engaged in prayer 
that the drop should fall at the devotions on 
the scaffold. The Rev. Mr. Hulin read 
from 1st Corinthians, 15th chapter, com- 
mencing at the 42nd verse, Alterwards the 
Rev. Mr. Bland engaged in prayer, it was 
while so engaged, and precisely at eight 
o'clock thatthe signal was given that the 
drop3fell with a great noise and the men 
full about five feet ; the fall was not suffi- 
cient to break either of their necks, so that 
they died of strengulation, Mann was 
bareheaded, but Deacon had on a black cap. 
Mann had his penitentiary colored clothes 
on and an old pair of slippers, Deacon was 
dressed in grey trowsers and yest, and in 
his shirt sleeves wearing a red checked 
woolen The rope caught Mann’s 
chin so as to force back his head, and he 
breathed heavy asecond or two, and his 
nostrils dilated but he scarcely struggled ; 
while Deacon's body moyed in greater con- 
tortions, His arms being drawn up to the 
full extent of the cord, and dropped again, 
and his legs being bentunder him and 
stretched again alternately, 4 suppressed 
moaning was heard for a moment which 
came perceptibly from Deacon,

In the Bill before us we have the pro- 
visions of both the Common and Grammar 
School Bills ‘of last session, embodied in 
one,with certain amendments and omissions 
so asto make it more acceptabie to the 
Houee and country. Our space will not 
permit the reproduction of the Bill in full; 
therefore we shall have to confine ourselves 
to a synopsis, with such comments as may 
suggest themselyes, 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 

The first clause changes the name of 
Common Schools to that of Public Schools 
by which name they will be known after 
the passage of this Act; and provides that 
all Public Schools, whether in cities, towns, 
or townsbips, shall be free. Hitherto, it 
bas been left to each School Section

Seventeenth—Proyides for arbitration as 
to value of lands for school site, when a 
dispute arises between the owner of such 
lands and the Trustees. 

Sections Eighteen to the Thirtieth, inclu- 
sive, are designed to correct defects which 
have been experienced for many years by 
Trustees and other local parties, in working 
outthe School law, The correction of these 
defects will relieve them from many embar. 
assments, and aid very much in the local 
administration of the School law, and are as 
follows :—

The third clause provides,that every child 

between seven and twelve years of age,shall 
attend a private or public school, at least 
four months in each year, Provision is 
made for turning out what are termed 
“refractory ” children, und sending them 
to an industrial school, ‘The provision in 
this section,” says Dr, Ryerson, with 
which we fully agree, “ia the legiti- 
“mate consequence of the principle 
“involved in the first.section; for if 
“every man is to be taxed according 
“to his property for the common school 
“education of every child in tho land, 
“every taxpayer basa right to claim that 
“every child shall be educated; otherwise 
“it is raising money by taxation under false 
* pretences.’”? 
The fourth section gives power to Magis- 
trates to impose a fine, upon the complaint 
made by Trustees, upon uny person who 
wilfully violates the provisions of the law. 
But if it appear that such violation was 
the result of extreme poverty, or # residence 
at too great a distance from school, then 
the Mugistrate is not to fine, but to report 
tothe Trustees of the Division in which 
the offence hud occurred, 


The fifth clauso provides tor the appoint 
ment of a County Inspector to eyery one 
hundred echools, but no more than one 
Inspector is to be appointed in each Riding 
ot a County. 

The s.:th makes every City and Town a 
County for the purposes of the School Act. 
The Inspector to have all the powers of 
County Inspectors, with the exception of 
deciding school election complaints, which 
is transferred to the County Judge. 
Seventh—The qualification of Inspect- 
ors is to be prescribed by the Council of 
Public Instruction, and no Inspector can be 
appointed, who does not hold such certifl- 
cate of qualification, 


Eighth—County Councils and Boards of 
‘Trustees in cities and towns, are to Appoint 
School Inspectora from among those having 
the necessary qualification, Theso In- 
Spectors to be subject to dismissal by the 
power appointing them, and by the Lieu 
tenant Governor in Council, No Inspector 
can be re-appointed without the consent of 
the party dismissing him, Where there ure 
more than fifty schools, the Oounty Council 
may appoint two or moro Inspectors, and 
change their divisions, circuits or ridiog,us 
they cleem necessary. 

Ninth—Defines the powers and duties of 
Inspectors to be the same as those of Local 
Superintendents, and such other duties as 
are imposed by this Act, 


Tenth—City or town Inspectors to bo 
paid by the Boards appointing them, 
County Inspectors to be paid by County 
Councils, oot less than five dollars per 
school, with euch travelling expenses as 
thoy may think necessary. The Governor 
in Council may supplement this sum out of 
the consolidated revenue, with an addition 
sum of five dollars per school 

Eleventh—County Councils and the 
Boards of Trustees in cities and towns are 
to appoint not more than five persons to 
compose a Board of Examiners, to examine 
and liceniwTenchors. ‘Tho members of this 


Board to be qualified ay proscribed by the 


Hed River Expedition, 


Meetings, is to include a summary of the 
proceedings and state of the school during 
the year, in addition to a detailed state- 
ment of the receipts and expenditures, 
signed by the auditors. In case of a difs 
ference between the Auditors, the Inspector 
is to decide. In case a Secretary ot the 
Board retuses or neglects to call a meeting 
of the Board, a Trustee is given that power. 
All school moneys to be paid into the 
hands of the Secretary-Treasurer ; and, in 
case proper security has not been taken, 
the Trustees to be held personally liable 
for all money lost. Chairman at School 
Meetings to take oath prescribed for a 
Trustee. In cases where Trustees, or a 
majority ata public meeting, neglect or 
refuse to appoint an Arbitrator to settle 
disputes about school site, the Inspector is 
to act, and in case of net agreeing, to haye 
the casting yote. A majority of Arbitrators 
appointed to decide any case under the 
school law to have power to make and 
publish awards, Differences between trus- 
tees and teachers to be decided hereafter 
by the County Judge, and not by arbitra- 
tion as heretofore; with the right of ap- 
peal from the decision of the Oounty Judge. 
In case of an appeal, the County Judge to 
furnish the Local Superintendent with all 
the facts connected with the case, together 
with his judgment, Summer vacgtions of 
all the schools to be from the 15th July to 
the 15th August, inclusive, 

Several sections and sub-sections of the 
Consolidated Common Schwol Act for 
Upper Canada, 22nd Victoria, Chapter 64, 
are proposed to be amended as follows : 


(1) Tho twenty-third section, after tho words 

‘‘twonty dollars,’ shall road to"be sued for 
and recovered bofore a Justice of the peace, by 
the Trustees of tho School soction, or by any two 
ratepayers, for its uso." 
(2) In tho second sub-section of tho twenty- 
seventh sootion, tho words, “ and shall proceed 
inthe samo manuor ag ordinary collectors of 
county or township rates and asiossmonts,"shall 
be amended toroad as follows; “ and shall have 
the samo powors and procoed in tho samo 
manner in his Sehool sootion and township, us a 
township collector in collecting rates in a 
township or county,as provided in the Municipal 
Corporations and Assossmont Acts.’ 

(3) Tho oighth sub-section of the same 
(twenty-seventh) shall be amonded so as to 
road as follows :— To contract with and 
employ teachers for such School section, and 
determino tho amount of their salarios; but no 
agrooment botweon tho ‘lrustoos and toachor of 
any School soction shall be valid and binding on 
either party, unless such agroomont has beon 
mado and signod as ogrood to, atm mooting, of 
whioh all Trustoos havo boon duly notified.” 

(4) Tho ninth sub-section of the samo (twon- 
ty-soventh) section, after tho words ‘ School- 
sootion,” shall bo amondod so a8 to road as 
follows :—‘' But they (tho Trusteos) shall not 
give suoh order in behalf of any tonchor, oxcopt 
for tho actual timo during which anid toaohor, 
whilo employed, hold a logal cortifloate of 
qualification.” 

(6.) At the end of the twolfth sub-seotion of 
tho samo (twonty-sevonth) sootion, tho following 
words shall bo added: ‘and in caso of any 
omission or mistake in such roll, the township 
council shall havo authority to corroot it,” 

(6.) In tho firat sub-sootlon of tho ninoty-firet 
section, the words,he shall apportion no money,” 
shall road, ‘ho shall apportion, but shall not 
glvo an ordor to pay monoy.”

The principle of central schools and classi- 
fication is fully conceded, and we shall 
hail its becoming law as a new era in our 
public schools, one which will be of benefit 
to the rising generation, and to the tax- 
payers of towns and cities.

accouitof their stewardship for the past 
year. 

Mr. John J, B. Flint announced himself 
asa candidate for ro efection. He had occu- 
pied the position of Chairman of the Market 
and Police Committee, the action of which 
he defended, during the past year, and was 
also a member of the Finance and other 
importaut Committees. He had performed 
his duties to the best of his ability, and, if 
elected again, would as betore, do his beat 
to carry vut tho wishes of his constituents. 

Mr. Patterson did not desire to enter the 
Council again, but he had been solicited by 


alarge number of electors to offer himself 
for re-election, and had reluctautly given 


his consent. He would, as before, endea- 
vor.to faithfully discharge his duties. In 
answer to a question, Mr. Patterson said he 
favored, and had supported for the last ten 
years,the establishment of a butcher’s stall, 
forthe sale of fresh meat in the Ward, 

Mr. T. Hopkins would vote sgainst Mr. 
Flint, whose conduct in regard to the Mar- 
ket By-law had not beet such as to meet 
his approbation, 

Mr. Diamond, Police Magistrate, made a 
short speech, in the ¢ourse of which he 
said the office of Councillor was not a 
desirable one, The Market By-law would 
be the better of revision. 

The Chairman thon called for nominations 
of which a considerable number were made, 
All the proposed candidates retired, with 
the exception of Messrs. Flint, Patterson, 
McArthur and Jas, Sith, the latter gentle= 
man stating that he had not made up his 
mind as to whether he would standa con- 
lest, 

Alter the various gentlemen proposed

The Municipal Elections, 


This morning at 10 o'clock, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the statute, a 
meeting of the municipal clectora was held 
at the Town Hall, for the purpose of nom- 
inatiog fit and proper persons for the office 
ot Muyor for the ensuing year, 

The meeting,which was large and order- 
ly, numbering upwards of 800 electors, 
was presided over by R. M. Roy, Bsq. 
Town Clerk, who, at 10:45, announced 
himself ready to receivo nominations, 

Mr. Jas, Brown, grocer, was nominated 
by Mr, E. Snell, seconded by Mr, M. Nulty. 

Mr. Tuos, Witts was nominated by 
Mr, Jas. Brown, seconded by Mr, A, R.

Tuomas Witts, Esq., in the course of a 
short speech, examined tbe Town Finances 
and, entering into details of Mr. Holden’s 
foancial management, showed that his re- 
puted deficiency of $3,528.64 in 1863 was 
an actudl surplus of $1,700,and his reputed 
surplus for 1869 was ao actual deficiency 
of about $1,800. The statement of the 
taxes being better collected in 1869 than in 
former years he controverted, and shewed 
that in two of the threo preceding years, 
namely, 1866 and 1867, they were more 
closely collected than in 1869, and only in 

1868 were there more uncollected taxes 
on the 81st December, 


Mr. HotpeN then came forward and suid 
heintended to be brief, He did not intend 
to reply to attacks made upon him 
by other parties, as the matter lay between 
Mr. Robertson and himself. What the peo- 
ple had to decide upon, was, which had 
served the town most faithfully and effi- 
ciently. His strong claim was Upon his 
merits asa Councillor. If he had been 
useful, if his course had been such as the 
electors approved of, then he claimed their 
support, Mr. Robertson had always op- 
posed him when there were any appoint-

ROBERTSON'S MEETING, 


MR 


Mr, Robertson having been unable to 
address the electors on nomination day, in 
| consequence of the false alarm of fire,called 
a meoting at the Town Hall for last even - 
ing. At an early hour the hall was crowd- 
od, and shortly after half-past seven, Jas 
Trown, Esq., M. P,, upon being requested 
Ly Mr, Robertson,took the cbnir,and briefly 
introduced the object of the meeting. 

Mr. Ronerrson, on rising to address tho 
meoting, was received with loud cheers, 
Ho said aa the people were aware he had 
called this meeting for the purposd of re- 
plying to certain charges made by Mr, Hol 
den, which he lad not an opportunity of 
doing on the day of nomination, in conse 
quence of fire, And with 
royard to this matter he might be pardoned 
for referring briefly to a contemptiblo asser- 


the alarm of 


ion which appeared in the Ontario news- 
paper, accusing bim (Mr, R.) of causing the 
bell to bo rdoy., It was well known that 
any person giving afro alarm without 
cause, is punisbable by fine or imprison- 
ment, The accusation made was most 
detestable, and he demanded of the pub- 
lisherof the slander an ample apology, or 
if he does not do 80, he would be compelled 
to tuke tho consequences at the proper 
time and place, Mr, Holden bad taken 
occasion to say in his speech that he (Mr, 
R_) was everything that was corrupt, while 
be (\Lr. H.) was the very pink of perfection, 
It would be very difficult indeed, to take 
tho career of a man who bad occupied a 
seat at the Council as long as he had, and 
not find foibles in it, but he was perfectly 
prepared to place his record along side that 
of Mr. Holden, with no fear that it would 
not be as clear as that of his opponent. 
And itis a most singular thing, gentlemen, 
tbat the very acts which he flods fault with 
me tor doing at the Council Board, he was 
responsible for, and if he,(Mr, R) did 
wrong, Mr. Holdea was equally guilty, 
The speaker then referred to the charge 
which bad been made respecting a so-called 
arrangement about who should be the 
future Mayor of Belleville, denying that Le 
was acy party to such arrangement, as 
represented by his opponent, Another 
grave charge Was that be had voted forthe 
purchase of Mr, Bell's Jand for u cemetery, 
which it was well-known was voted down 
by the people on account of its distance 
from the Towa. Mr, Holdea bad publicly 
said he was notin favor of that purciiaso, 
that I was the party who had advocated 
that site, and Mc. Holden endeavored, bo- 
cause he found the people were against it, 
to muko cupital out of it in his favor, Nuw 
gentlemen,what are the facts ? What is the 
record of the Oouacil upon this very mut- 
ter, which Mr, Holden is at- 
tempting to obtain a little popuiarity? 
Mr. Robertson then read the report of « 
committee presented to the Council in Oct. 
1864, recommending the purchase of this 
sume property for a cemetery, in which it 
states the price per acre, etc., aud that the 
comuittee were of opinion that the site was 
preferable to any other, as to distances 
udvaptages, etc,, and this report was sign- 
ed, gentlemen, by Mr. Thomas Holden, 
Chairman of that Committee, (Cheers) 
Now he did not blame Mr, Holden for the 
recommendations he had made, but he did 
blame him, and every right-minded man 
did blame him, for attempting to make 
electioneeriog clap-trup out of it after the 
scheine had been disapproved of by the 
people. Thea there wes another charge 
respecting the back taxes, the whole blame 
connected with which, if there be any 
blame, he attempts to throw upon my 
shoulders, Mr, Holdea was one of the 
parties who had advised the publication of 
these taxes in the Gazette and in one of the 
Belleville papers. The only crime I am 
charged with is that I yoted to have the 
sale published in two Belleville papers, 
The price paid the one paper, the Gazette, 
was $999. ‘hese local papera had by some 
mutual arrangement, by the purchase of 
additional type between them, and by 
consent, had reduced the price so that the 
amount paid both papers only exceeded 
that paid the Gasstte by some $300. 
If it hed been published in only one Belle- 
ville paper, the price would have been 
the same as the Gasette, In order to give the 
salw the widest publicity, and in order that 
all concerned might kaow of this important 
sale, he advocated the publication in two 
Paporsjand he was certain nine-tenthsof the 
community would support him. Another 
charge wos that he had voted to remit a 
portion of the market fees due by Mr, 
Mackie, There wero three or four circum- 
stances to be considered ia connection with 
Mr. Muckie’s petition which no reasonable 
man could ignore. It was the fall of the 
year when the Commercial Bank tailed, 
when added to this there was an almost 
ulter fuilure of the crops and a meat 
stall bad beon established in the upper 
Ward; all ot which had tended materially 
to reduce the revenues of the market. He 
thought such was a time when apy Corpor- 
tion body could step aside and give some 
consideration to a party occupying the 
position Mr. Mackie. There was on 
important matter to which he would make 
brief reference, that of the Town Solicitor- 
ship, which cost the ‘Yown $400 a year, 
That offic was done away with by Mr, 
Holden, but will apy man gay it isa daving 
to tho Town? Looks at the litigation {oto 
which the Town has got, and look at the 
expense to which the Town bas been sub 
jected. You will find that threo times the 
umount bas been paid in law costs since 
the abolishment of that office. Itisto their 
advantage, gentlemen, that there should bu 
no solicitor, because they have the chance 
thereby to feather thelr own nost. Take o 
caso ia point—that of Alex, Brown op. the 
Town of Belleville. Mr. Brown's claim 
wis ovor $500, and there boing some 
difficulty, proposed to compromise by settling 
for somu $250, and Mr. Kelso was author. 
ized to accep!, Mr. Holden wasin o Position, 
gentlemen, ty settle that glam ot $500 
without going into Court for the aun of $280, 
but does hu doit?

(Mr. R ] boped soon to be able to pull down 
these buildings and put up something that 
would be an ornament to the Town,— 
Ooe of the gravest charges and one 
of the most contemptible charges 
that Mr, Holden and his party muke 
against me, is that Iam guilty of certain 
acts of immoralty, and an effort is made to 
coerce acertain class of people to yote 
against me on the strength of thesecharges, 
Now, gentlemen, he (Mr. R.) valued his 
moral reputation just as highly as these 
aclf-constituted moral purists did theirs, 
and he was prepared to place every act of 
his past history by the side of every act of 
Mr. Holden’s, and if be did not show as 
good and clear a record, he would forever 
after hold bis peace. Happily the days of 
tyranny are over, but evidently the dispo~ 
sition remains in the minds of some to 
tyrannize over the consciences of those they 
sre capable of influencing. We are all 
fallible, but I defy these gentlemen who go 
about the town talking about my moral 
character, to put their hunds on one single 
act of immorality ofwhich Ihave been guilty. 
I have endeavored to discharge thedutles 
of my office as Councillor and as Mayor, 
to the best of my ability, and as a private 
citizen I have endeavored to live in har- 
mony and in good feeling with all men. I 
feel that in asking the people for an endor- 
sation of my conduct as Mayor for one 
year, I ain asking nothing but whatis rea- 
sonable and just,and I have the fullest 
confidence that the electors will du as they 
did last year, show that they have con- 
tinued confidence in me by placing mo at 
the head of tho polls by a large majority, 
(Loud and prolonged cheering.) 


Atthe conclusion of Mr. Robertson's 
address, after the applause had subsided, 
Mr, Holden and Mr. Bowell were called 
upon tovspeak by several in the room, 


Mr, Nerison would prefer to hear Mr, 
Bowell, who was nominated yeeterday,and 
had not yet spoken, After some sparring

[Hunr, hear] And 
he did not care whether what he had to say 
would please or offend the delicate sungl- 
bilities of Mr. Holden, That gentleman saw 
fit to attribate to all who opposed him some 
ulterior or sinister object, Ho would say,at the 
outset, that Lis business was that ofa printer 
endpublisher,and ifthe town had apy printing

That was obsurd, as they 
had po money, and certalnoly no right to specu- 
late with his. He would defy Mr, Holden or 
any ope else to polnt out avy ionccuracy or 
misstatement In hie books, though they had 
been searched a8 books never were before. In- 
deed, one of the auditora that had been ap- 
polnted by a clique, told him it was forthe pur- 
pose of trylngto fodout anerror, ft possible, 
There was not a peony that he bad not got 
honestly, and defled Mr. Holden or any else to 
say tothecontrary. If he did say so, he would 
try it out In a court of Jaw.

Noth- 
log that Mr, Kerr had collected stood against 
the land, There was not an honester man in the 
town than John Kerr, Of couras, ln the col- 
lection of so large amount, there might bea few 
errors, but all that was over £25 o year he (Mr. 
W.) would pay out of bisown pocket. When 
Mr. Corby was iotroducing the bill Into the 
Ontarlo Legislature, he had informed that gen 
tleman what would follow if these lands were 
attempted to be sold, The result was os he 
predicted, and the ratepayers bad $3,000, or 
$4,000 to pay for nothing, and Mr, Holden was 
responsible for that asa Councillor, Ho bad 
not come prepared fora discussion of this ques- 
tlon, bat he could show that our taxes had 
doubled within the last ten years, His figures 
he would putin writlog when Mr, Holden would 
have no chance of squirming out of them. 

Mr. Robertson thanked the meeting for the 
attention given him, and told Mr, Holden bis 
lusinuation as to his experience was uomanly 
and uogentlemanly, and he was quite prepared 
to place bis reputation, morally or otherwise, 
slongslde of Mr, Holden's, from boyhood to 
tho present time; ond that it wes incorrect 
tbat he had referred to bis property.

of milk, a smal) nutmeg, and a teaspoonful 
of salt. Stone the ralsios, pick, wasb, and 
dry the currants, chop the suet extremely 
fine, put them, with the lemon and orange 
peel Hnely sliced, all together in your large 
dish for mixing, add the flour and sUgar, 
and grate the nutmeg over all, Then beat 
up your eggs, add genily, stir the milk into 
them, With this liquor wet all the other 
ingredients; flour well a strong pudding 
cloth, and when you have thoroughly mix- 
ed your pudding materials, so that all is 
perlectly blended, and taking care not to 
make them too wet or to leave them to 
dry, put your pudding into the cloth, tie it 
tighuy, and boll in @ large pot four or fyo 
hours taking care that the water boils ero 
the pudding is pu’ In, and that it is kept 
on a quick boil during the whole time of 
cooking, and also that the pot is replenish: 
ed with boiling water, as it frequenuly 
requires it.

and mix the whole well together, with ono 
pound of sifted flour, and the same weight 
of crumbs of bread soaked in milk, then 
equeezed dry and stired with a spoon unlil 
reduced to a mash, before it is mixed with 
the flour, Cut in small pieces two ounces 
each of preserved citron, orange, and 
lemon-peel, and add a querter of an ounce 
of mixed spice; quarter of a pound of 
moist sugar should be put into a basin, 
with elght eggs, and well beaten together 
with a three:pronged fork: stir this with 
he pudding, ‘and make it of the proper 
consistence with milk. Remember that it 
must not be madetoo thin, or tho fruit 
will sink to the bottom, but bemads tothe 
consistence of gond thick batter. Two Wine 
glassfuls of brandy sbould be poured over 
the fruit and spice, mixed togetherin o 
basin, and allowed to stand three or four 
hours betore the pudding is made, stirring 
them occasionally. It must be tiedin a 
cloth, and will.take five hours constant 
boiling. When done, turn it out on # dish, 
sift loaf-sugar over the top, and serye it 
with wine sauce in a boat, and some poured 
round the pudding, The pudding will be 
of considerable size, but half thé quantity 
of materials, used in the samo proportion, 
will be equally good. 


AnoTHER Way.—Seven ounces of raisins 
seeded and a little chopped, seven ounces 
currants, well washed and picked, one and 
a half ounce citron, threo ounces of beef 
suet chopped very fle, three quarters of a 
nutmeg, grated, one quarter of a teaspoon- 
tul of cinuamon, five eggs, well beaten up, 
four tablespoonfuls of sugar; five table- 
spoonfuls of wheat flour, halt a lemon peel 
grated, one glass.of brandyand one glass 
of Maderia, a little milk to mix, veufficient 
tomake rather a thick batter, The wliole 
must be well mixed. The above mixture 
to be putin a well-buttered basin. Tie o 
pudding cloth over, and pin tho four cor- 
ners over the top, Put into boiling water 
and to be kept boiling without ceasing for 
five hours. We have tried this receipt, 
aod know it to be excellent. 


Cunist“as Prom Popprxe.—A pound of

Not saying anything of the fine tract of 
country through which the K,R. is to pass, 
from which alone it can be made one of 
the best paying Canadian enterprises, 
Stirling, Campbelitord, Hastings, Peterboro, 
Lindsay, Beaverton and Orilla, are as good 
villages and towns as we have in the Domin- 
fon, surrounded by a firat-class agricultural 
aud lumbering couatry, and two of which are 
on the borders of Lake Simcoe, tife inlets to 
the Muskoka district and Free Grant Lands, 


From the survey we find that it is but 125 
miles from the waters of the Georgian Bay to 
the Bay of Quinte, A train golng at the rate 
of 17 miles an hour would go over itin about 
seven hours, and at this speed fifteen thou- 
sand bushels of grain could be brought from 
Georgian Bay and re=shipped in the Bay of 
Qvinte in the same timo that a vessel carry-

Along the north shores of Georgian Bay 
and Lake Superior, are millions of acres of 
the finest tlmber lands in the world, and 
mineral wealth which fs unbounded, all, as it 
were, lying there only waiting for an outlet 
to develop its great resources. As it is, I 
might mention that there are some of the 
most extensive saw mills in the Dominion on 
the north shore, among them are those of 
J. & W. Beatty, of Parry Sound, and Clarke, 
Whyte & Co,, Byng Inlet, each employing 
from 150 to 250 men. Further on is the 
Bruce Mines, turning out from 200 to 250 
barrels of ore (each about 600 lbs) weekly, 
during the summer. Wo would then find 
Chicago competing with Oswego for our lum.

When the poetio faculty has lifted itsell 
tothe sudliine consideration that St, Law- 
rence is a mosttremendous river, it passes, 
by the most natural of povlic transitions, to 
the reflection that the country which giyes 
tise to uch a prodigy of nature is, and can 
not help being, a most tremendous country ; 
that it has and must have, asort of paternal 
authority oyer tremendous offspring, 
which includes the right to freely navigate 
the same from its source tu the sea, The 
poetic faculty of Mr, Grant discerns herein a 
great law of nature, if not of ‘nature's god.” 
“It isthe natural outlet to the sea for eight 
states and eighteen millions of people,” says 
Mr. Grant. Who shall divest them of their 
inalienable right to navigate this tremendous 
outlet? Clearly, it cannot be done Mr. 
Clay “unquestionably remonstrated” that it 
cannot. Tho congress of Vienna laid and 
established the principle that the inhabitants 
of a country through which a navigable 
river passes, have the natural right to 
navigato ittothe sea, By the treaty of 
Mayence the prnciple was reaffirmed: 
Spaui anid Portugal affirmed it in 1835. 
The Argentine government affirmed it in 
1853. Russia assented to it in 1856. Boli- 
yia in 1858, The Emperor of Brazil in 1865, 
U.S. Grantin 1870, In despite of these 
high authorities, in defiance ot the great law 
of nature, in contravention of the poetica 
instinct of justice, shall a paltry handful of 
“Kanucks” say to eighteen millions of free 
and independent Americans. You shall not 
freely navigate the St. Lawrence ? Ye gods, 
forbid ! 


Such is the way in which Mr. Grant works 
himself up into a fine poetical frenzy on the 
subject of navigating the St, Lawrence. But 
now comes # practical, prosaic, matter-of- 
fact, beef-eating Hoglishman, who possesses 
not the slightest symptom of the poetical 
faculty, and says to Mr, Grant; “If you are 
80 very anxious to navigate theSt. Lawrence, 
why the blazes don’t you navigateil? There 
it is, in all its poeticul tremendousness, and 
with its numerous falls, rapids, whirlpools, 
etc, Inasplendid condition! Freight your 
auip at Chicago; traverse lakes Michigan, 
Huron, St. Clair, Erlo, Niagara river, Niagara 
fnila,and if you should happen to flad apy- 
thing left of you when you reach the bottom of 
the falls, nothiog hinders you from pursulog 
the voyage through lake Oatarlo and the St. 
Lawrence, over tho Lachine, and half a 
dozen other rapids, and finally (unless you 
should happen to leave your bones at some 
of the rather rough places) Into the Atlantic, 
ocean, Orif you choose, tako the opposite 
direction ; onter t he river from the Atlantic 
sail up the rapids, up the falls, up the lakes, 
and land yourship, ifyou happen to have 
brought it with you, at Chicago, The river 
{s there just as nature made it. Who objects 
to your navigating it?

The January number of the Galaxy con« 
tains an interesting critical paper contribu- 
ted by Mr. Justin Macarthy, upon the 
character of this wonderful old statesman, 
After an elaborate comparison ot M. Thiers 
with M. Jules Favre, Mr. Macarthy thus 
sums up :— 


“‘M. Thiers is one of the most gifted men 
of his day. But he is not,in my judgment, 
agreat man. Ho wants altogether the 
grand and stable qualities of principle and 
judgment which are needed to constitute 
political greatacss, THis statesmanship is a 
sort of policy belonging apparently to the 
school of the Lower Empire ; a Byzantine 
blending of intrigue and impudence. He 
bas never had the faculty of reading tho 
signs of the Limes, or of understanding that 
to-day is not necessarily like yesterday, 
But for the wonderful gifts of the man, 
there would seem to be something posi- 
tively childish in the egotism which could 
believe that it lay in the power of France 
to maintain, despite of destiny, the petty 
princes of Germany and Italy, to arrange 
the political conditions of Rogland, and 
preacribe to the United States how far their 
principle of internal cohesion should reach, 
Victor Hugo is undoubtedly an egotistic 
Frenchman. Somv of his recent utterances

different is the egotism of Thiers. It is 
the egotism of selfishness, arrogance and 
craft.

The following 18 a more correct 
ment: By examining statement A, it will 
be observed that the last item, one of $3,000 
for schools, issaid to be unpaid, which I 
will hereimafter prove to be a fact. Now 
take this $3,000 from $15,121 and there 
remains $12,121 os the true amount paid 
in 1869 for 1868, Again, in 1808 a By- 
law was passed for tharaising of $12,000 to 
meet the expenses of rebuilding the upper 


bentures, when suld, produced, as per oc- 
count, $12,127 (the surplus being accrued 
interest on the debentures when sold), Tho 
bridge and harbor cost $12,259, of which 
$5,007 were were expended in 1868 and 
$4,252 in 1869. Now I claim that each 
year should have allotted to it, a propor- 
tionate amount of the $12,127, according 
to its expenditure for said purpose. There. 
fore, xs the expenditure on aaid work was 
greater than the proceeds of the debentures 
by $182, the proportionate amount to be 
deducted from said expenditures would be 
$36 from 1868, and $46 from 1869, leaving 
the proportion of 1868 $7,921, instead ot 
$8,007, and 1809 $4,206, instead of $4,252. 
But as there was received in 1868 only 
$2,517 60 of the proceeds of the deben- 
tures, the balance—$5,403 50--had to be 
advanced from the funds of 1868 until the 
debentures were sold. 

Mr. Holden disposed of the balance of 
the $12,000 of debentures in 1869; which 
netted $9,009 50. From this he should 
have deducted the sum of $4,206, the pro 
portionate amount expended in 1869, and 
apply the balanco—$5,403 50—which was 
borrowed from the funds of 1868, to the 
reducing of the liabilities of that year, 
which he has not done; but, according to 
bis own statement, he hag applied the 
whole proceeds of these debentures to the 
ordinary expenses of 1869—a transaction 
which is not only unfair to 1868's revenue, 
but illegal.

of the villuge of Villiers, on the Paris side. 
Before and around it raged the battle on 
both days—the 80th of November and tho 
2nd of December. The chateau is officers’ 
quarters. How it suffered! There is 
scarcely a window sash left in one aide of 
it, and to approach it there is no necessity 
to make use of the entrance gate. The 
wall 1 smashed trom top to bottom in a 
dozen places, Lentered near the gate and 
the first sight I saw was ten dead Saxons 
ina row, Their faces were covered, and 
three of their comrades watched over them. 
Passing through thy park. ip the direction 
of Paris, I walked out through an embra- 
zure inthe wall) and came tpon rising 
ground.

Heavens, what a 
sight!..To..see the-men advancing under 
fire of the forts, and’ falling at every step;

bear the ‘hurrahs’ followed by a volley, 
and as the smoke cleared away to find the 
lines thinned and living men advancing 
over the prostrate bodies of dead and dying 
was horrible, but nothing like so horrible 
as the sight of this battle field, wilh hun- 
dreds of dead lying there in the cold air, ~ 
the sun shining on their ghustly features 
and stiff forms, while the canoon on Avron 
and Nogent were thundering with sounds 
which shook the earth for miles round.

“One of the first groups T came upon 
was composed of 60 French soldiers, A 
few Saxons and. Wurtembergars lay around 
them; bat the Germans bad already ro- 
moyed and laid in their last sleeping place 
most of their dead.

You could not have placed a body between 
any two. . They-fell shoulder to shoulder, 
just as they had stood to fire. By far the 
greater number of them were on their 
backs, with their feet to’Puris and their 
beads to ‘Villiers, Alas, i¢ was painfully 
evident that many of them, and of others 
whom [saw subscquently,had not died in- 
s’antaniously, but bad lived probably many 
hours withoat a hand to lend them suc- 
cour, and in piercing snow and frost, Og 
poor fellow lay on his face, He had two 


stripped himself, and he died with a band 
ou exch bullet-hole, 
their knapsacks and placed them under 
their heads, and so pillowed had breathed 
their last breath, Others clenched their 
water bottles in one hand, but had heen 
unable to remove the cork, and died with- — 
out being able to wet their hips in ther — 
last agony. Some, in their sufferings, had 
burrowed their faces in the thick clay on 
which they lay, and turned their bloody 
hod earth stained faces upward before thoy 
expired. Two I saw who had their arms 
fixed and their fista clenched, as if while 
dying, they were engaged'in a pugilistio 
encounter. Only yery few were on their 
sides. These had their knapsacks under 
their heads, There were men on whosd 
faces beamed the smile ot an intant, and 
whose countenances were like handsome 
wax work.

A Prussian Outrage, 


SINKING OF SIX BRITISH SHIPS—GREAT INDIG- 
NATION IN ENGLAND, 


Lonpon, Dec. 27 (noon).—There is im- 
mense exgitment in this city consequent on 
the alarming intelligence that the Prussians 
haye virtually committed an act pt bellig- 
erency in the sinkingof six English trad- 
ing yessels in the Seine tur the avowed 
purpose of obstructing the navigation of the 
river, The Times has published an “extra,” 
® most unusual course, and endeavors to 
calm public sentiment by expressing a 
hope thatthe report is exaygerated and 
expresses the strong conviction that the 
Prussians would not commit so suicidal an 
act, People will not listen to this and point 
to the despatch with indignation which 
states that the British Vice Consul at Rouen 
has presented to the Prussian commander 
at Rouen an indignant and formul protest 
agaiust this act of spoliation committed on 
British subjects. This is regarded here as 
confirmation of the truth of the despatch, 
and the Standard and other Conservetiyu 
newspapers haye bitter war-toned articles 
calling upon the Government either to resign 
or todeclare itself insulted and take the 
needful means for the correction of this out- 
rage upon the British flag.

For The Daily Intelligencer, 
Myr. Holden as a Financier. 


One of the chivf claims to the civic chair 
that Mr, Holden urges upoa the Electors, is 
his ability as) a Financier. Indeed, from the 
ostentatious way in which he puts these 
claims forward, one would suppose that he 
expected nothing less than the highest hon- 
ors from the town as well as its lasting grati- 
tude for rescuing its floances from ruin and 
disaster. We purpose to examine into these 
claims and see whether they are sounded upon 
truth or upon impudent assumption. We 
might, however, at the outset, for the purpose 
of argument, admit his contention, and ap- 
peal to his patriotism to stay where he is and 
continue to manage the town floances instead 
of deserting a post for which, by his own 
story, hu ia so eminently qualified to fill, for 
the empty honors of the Mayoralty, where he 
will be reduced to a figure-head of the Coun- 
cil and be more ornamental than useful. But 
we feel that the appeal would be thrown 
away. Mr, Holden, with all his patriotic 
virtues,is ambitious, and he cannot be expect- 
ed to forego his opportunity for civic ad— 
vancement for the sole satisfaction of giving 
the town the continued benofit of his incom 
parable financial talents, Unfortunately, 
however, we are among the number who can 
not accept Mr, Holden’s own exalted ostimate 
of himself in this capacity, and we will en- 
deavor very briefly to give a few reasons for 
the faith, or ratlior the want of faith, that is 
(nus. There is no better way to ascertain 
one man’s capacity than by comparing it with 
that of another.

lesa than a servant, so that if she dies 
leaving young children, her widower has 

no alternative but to marry again, If wo 
measure her services in money, they will 
compare fuvorably with her husband's; 
indeed, she contributes to the common 
expenses, \f not to the same amount, at 
least cqually according to her strength. — 
Can the same be said of a wife in tho 
middle class? er position is greatly 
superior, She is infinitely better provided 

with the necessaries, und lias almoct ex— 
clusive enjoyment of the luxuries of life, 

She is released from domestic drudgery, 

her chief serious occupation being to look 
after servants. The pay has grown better 
while the work has become less. Does 

not the lady get more and give less than 

the working man’s wife? But it may be said 

the same is true of her husband compared 
with the working man.It isoneofthestock 
reproaches of proletariat orators against the 
present distribution of property that the 
harder the work the less ia the pay. There irs a 
however, a clear distinction. Where men 
are highly paid, their work must be of a 
kind that few are actually found competent 

to perform, or it is such that no one can do 

it without a long and expensiye prepara-~ 
tion, Great artists command their own 
price, because the public prefes to compete 
for the works of the best mep, rather than 
to remain content with the production of — 
those who ure are only a little way from the 
front. A doctor is more highly paid than 

an apothecary, because the profession in= 
volves a more expensive education, But 
those reasons do not seem to haye much 
application to women. Every girl is, or 19 
fondly believed to be, able to manage o 
household; and the education of girls is 
neither sp protected aor so costly as that of 
boys. Women, especially literary women, 
when given to magnifying their office, may 
demur to thisview, We may be told that 
tho management of two or three servants ia 

a gigantio undertaking. Women of an 
active disposition, make work for them- 
selves wherever they are, but their energy 
when confined within the four walls of 
home is rather mischievous, They havo
